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ABSTRACT 



Intended as a general guideline for selecting government 
documents at the University of Miami (Florida) Otto G. Richter Library, this 
collection development policy includes the following sections: (1) 

Introduction; (2) Mission Statement; (3) Selection Responsibility; (4) 

Subject Areas, Collection Intensity Levels and Collection Arrangement, 
including application of the RLG (Research Libraries Group) Conspectus 
collection intensity levels to Florida, U.S., and international government 
organization documents, as well as to types of documents selected; (5) 
Formats; (6) Selection Tools, Non-Depository Items, Retrospective Sources; 

(7) Resource Sharing; (8) Collection Evaluation; (9) Weeding and Maintenance; 
and (10) Access, including physical access, subject access, assistance, 
promotion, and right of access and circulation. Appendices include a 
description of regional and institutional backgrounds, a list of academic 
programs at the University of Miami, a list of government agencies arranged 
by University of Miami academic discipline and community interest, selection 
intensity levels for U.S. agencies, selection intensity levels for 
international governmental organizations, and a memorandum of agreement for 
selective housing of U.S. depository documents. (MES) 
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I Introduction 



This policy is intended as a general guideline for selecting government documents at the Division of 
Government Information and Special Formats in Richter Library. It may be viewed by interested parties as 
a descriptive overview of collection criteria. It is subject to annual review by the Collection Development 
Policy Committee at the time of the item profile update cycle, usually in July. The Policy is in compliance 
with Richter Library’s general collection policies and goals, and goals and policies set forth by the 
University of Miami. The format of this Policy adheres to the style outlined in the U.S. Government 
Printing Office’s “Federal Depository Library Manual Supplement: Collection Development Guidelines for 
Selective Federal Depository Libraries, ” (http://www.access.gpo.gov/su_docs/dpos/coldev.html) 
published in 1994. 

The University of Miami Otto G. Richter Library was designated as a federal depository in 1939, a state of 
Florida documents depository in 1967, a Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations 
depository in 1968, and an Organization of American States depository in 1995. The Collection serves the 
University of Miami and community in the 18th U.S. Congressional District of Florida, a district that 
stretches through portions of Miami -Dade County from the City of Miami to Florida City. Free access to 
depository material is guaranteed to the public by Title 44 of the U.S. Code. 



II. Mission Statement 



The primary mission of the Division of Government Information is to support the general teaching and 
research activities of the University of Miami. “The University of Miami exists that human knowledge be 
treasured, preserved, expanded and disseminated and the human mind, body and spirit be nurtured and 
strengthened through learning.” 

Toward this end, the Division and the Library serve the current and future instructional, research and 
information needs of the students, faculty, administration and staff of the University of Miami. The 
Division meets the need for government information by acquiring, organizing, preserving, and providing 
timely access to government resources in a variety of media, either on site or from remote locations. 

The Division administers the U.S. Depository library program, and complies with the requirements defined 
in Title 44 of the U.S. Code, the Instructions to Depository Libraries, the Federal Depository Library 
Manual and the Administrative Notes. The Division administers the state depository library program and 
complies with requirements defined in the Florida Statutes and the Florida Administrative Code. Likewise, 
the Division complies with requirements prescribed by the FAO and the OAS in administering these 
international depository arrangements. 

While service to the University of Miami community is its top priority, the Division also strives to serve the 
government information needs of the local community. (For specific characteristics of the Region and the 
University, See Appendix 1. Regional and Institutional Backgrounds.) 



ID. Selection Responsibility 

The Coordinator for Government Information and Special Formats is ultimately responsible for the 
selection of government document materials. Suggestions from students, faculty and staff are encouraged 
and taken into consideration. Selections are geared primarily toward supporting University programs and 
curricula, with a secondary focus on serving the needs of the local community. 

For U.S. documents, list s of item selections are forwarded annually to the appropriate Subject 
Bibliographer for their review and input. This is done prior to GPO’s annual item profile update cycle. 
Government agencies are broken into related subject areas, and each bibliographer is given time to review 
the profile. (See Appendix 2 for a breakdown of “Government Agencies by Academic Discipline.”) As 
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new items are offered for selection on a regular basis, these are forwarded to the appropriate Subject 
Bibliographer for feedback as needed. Based on recommendations, items will be selected or refused. 

The Coordinator is also responsible for expending a fund established for purchasing commercially 
produced supporting materials used in the Division. 



IV. Subject Areas, Collection Intensity Levels & Collection Arrangement 

While Richter Library became a U.S. depository in 1939, the library has since acquired a significant 
number of older government materials. Considering the age of the collection and the percentage of items 
selected, the Richter Library has a mid-sized research-level collection. The Library currently selects 60 
percent of items available from the U.S. Government Printing Office. 

The Division collects government documents in support of its primary constituents, the University of 
Miami academic community. A secondary emphasis is placed on acquiring materials of particular interest 
to the Miami -Dade County community. 

For U.S. documents, current and future selections are compared with the “List of Classes,” the 
"Suggested Core Collection" and "Basic Collection" listed in the Federal Depository Library Manual. 
Catalogs, vendor standing orders and internet sites are reviewed for acquisition of International 
Governmental Organization materials. Florida documents are received on deposit from the state library of 
Florida. Changes and additions to selections are made with the needs of the user community in mind. 

The Division strives to collect as comprehensibly as possible in the area of statistics. The Division is also 
working toward full catalog access to electronically available government information. 

Collection Intensity Levels 

The RLG Conspectus utilizes six different levels defined by numeric codes: 

0 (out of scope, not collected); 

1 (minimal); 

2 (basic information); 

3 (instructional support); 

4 (research); and 

5 (comprehensive). 

For our purposes, these codes are applied to individual agencies. 



Florida Documents 



As a depository for state documents, Florida state government materials are received on deposit from the 
state library of Florida and remain the property of the state of Florida. All items available for distribution 
by the state library are received and processed by the Division. This includes materials from Florida state 
agencies and the state legislature. Profiling for individual subjects or agencies is not available through the 
state program. The Conspectus code for Florida documents is research level, or 4. Although the State 
depository program includes many items, it does not include all documents that are produced by state 
government. By law, items received on deposit are retained for a minimum of five years. 

United States Documents 

As a depository for federal documents, U.S. government materials are received on deposit from the 
Superintendent of Documents and remain the property of the U.S. government. Selections are tailored to 
meet user community needs. Selection of U.S. government documents is made on an item by item basis. 



Although the U.S. depository program includes many items, it does not include all documents that are 
produced by the federal government. With a few exceptions, items received on deposit are retained for a 
minimum of five years according to law. 

An attempt has been made here to use the Research Libraries Group Conspectus codes to describe the 
Library's selection profile. Each agency has been coded according to the percentage of item numbers 
selected. This percentage is then correlated to the appropriate intensity level. See Appendix 3, "U.S. 
Agencies and Selection Intensity Level", for the complete list of agencies and the collection level 
breakdown. 



International Government Organization (IGO) Documents 

International Governmental Organization materials are acquired in a number of ways. The Richter Library 
acquires extensive materials as a depository for the Organization of American States and the Food and 
Agriculture Organization of the United Nations. Standing orders with vendors help us obtain materials 
from such entities as the World Bank, International Monetary Fund, Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development, Unesco and the UN. Division librarians petition various agencies for annual 
reports and other basic information. (See Appendix 4, "International Governmental Organizations and 
Selection Intensity Level.")

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Collection Arrangement 



Due to facility renovations, government documents presently reside on three floors in Richter Library. 
Reference books and current periodicals are shelved near the service desk on the 2nd floor. Most other 
collections will be shelved on the Mezzanine, except for the pre-1976 U.S. documents, which will be 
housed in the South Campus housing facility. 

U.S. Documents are arranged by the Superintendent of Documents (SuDoc) classification system. Florida 
documents are arranged according to the state document numbering system developed by Florida Atlantic 
University. International Government Organization materials liave historically been assigned local call 
numbers, but recent incoming materials liave been cataloged according to the Library of Congress system. 
Commercially produced government document reference materials and indexes are classified using the 
Library of Congress Classification System. 

The Division manages the University’s only U.S. depository, and coordinates the distribution of 
publications within Richter Library and to Selective Housing Sites. Official Housing Sites are presently 
located at the Law Library, Calder Medical Library and the Rosensteil Marine School Library. Selected 
depository publications are housed and serviced by librarians at these locations in accordance with then- 
housing site agreements. (See Appendix 5, “Memorandum of Agreement for Selective Housing of U.S. 
Depository Documents.”) Items sent to housing sites are reviewed annually during the annual item update 
cycle. 



V. Formats 



Government information is currently available in several formats: paper (books, posters, maps, brochures, 
etc.), microfiche, electronic (floppy disks, CD-ROMs, DVD's, World Wide Web and other Internet access), 
and to a lesser extent formats such as video and realia. Sometimes it is possible to choose between formats 
for a particular item. Most of the time, however, only one format of the title is available for selection. 

Some criteria for selection includes: frequency of use; space/storage capacity and frequency of 
publication; cost of providing access; resource sharing capabilities; and the Library's prior 
holdings. When selecting microfiche and electronic resources it is important to keep in mind the 
appropriateness of the material to the medium in which it is conveyed. Technical support for 
electronic sources is also a crucial consideration. 

In keeping with the Libraiy’s shift toward electronic resources, the internet is utilized to its fullest extent. 
CD-ROMs are selected; however, there are limits to the number and kind of CDs that can be supported 
within the Division. There is a general library trend away from supporting stand alone CD-ROMs to 
maximizing access to information through networked CD-ROMs and the internet. Due to space constraints, 
microfiche is selected for many materials, including Congressional publications. Paper is the preferred 
format for certain high use items such as desk reference materials. Floppy discs and posters are avoided 
when possible. 

VL Selection Tools, Non-Depository Items, Retrospective Sources 



Selection tools help to guide new selections and insure consistency in the selection process. Retrospective 
sources also help to identify subject areas pertinent to the Library.

VIL Resource Sharing 

While the Government Information Division strives to meet the needs of the University and community, 
the Division is unable to select and house all government information. Resource sharing permits much 
greater access to material the Library does not own. The Division shares resources in several ways: 

First, the Division borrows and lends government materials to other institutions. The Division cooperates 
with the Library's Access Services Division to borrow and lend government materials from around the 
country. Certain document holdings are recorded on OCLC so that other libraries may know about our 
holdings. 

Second, the Division confers with the Regional depository at the University of Florida on matters of 
holdings and other depository concerns. In addition to sharing resources through interlibrary loan, the 
Regional provides advice in locating materials and item disposition. The Regional Library is located 
approximately 350 miles northwest of Miami in Gainesville, Florida.

Third, as a member of the Southeast Florida Library Information Network Government Documents 
Committee, the Division is kept up to date with other depository libraries and librarians in the area The 
Committee has in years past attempted to coordinate item selections so that at least one depository in the 
area selects each available item from the Government Printing Office. The Committee helps to enable 
good working relationships between local libraries where administrative and collection issues are 
discussed. Informally, local depositories expedite documents to other local depositories without 
necessarily going through interlibrary loan. Local depositories of note which have been of particular 
service to the Division include Florida International University, Florida International University-North 
Campus, Broward County Public Libraiy, Florida Atlantic University, and Nova-Southeastern University. 

The Division administers the Depository program for selective housing sites at the University. The Law 
Library, Calder Medical Library and the Marine Science Library all serve as selective housing sites for 
specialized depository materials. Item selection recommendations are solicited from the housing sites on 
an annual basis at the time of the item profile update cycle. 



Vm. Collection Evaluation 



A zero-based review of item selections is performed annually for U.S. documents during the item profile 
update cycle. Electronic equivalents of paper materials will be given a priority for selection to conserve 
limited shelf space. Duplication of materials is avoided when possible not only in Richter Libraiy, but 
between other University of Miami libraries. Selections are compared against criteria as stated in this 
policy and against various lists, indexes and bibliographies also listed above. Lists of item selections are 
forwarded annually to the appropriate Subject Bibliographer for their review and input. Changes are made 
accordingly. Circulation statistics, patron requests and deficits in the collection are noted and are taken into 
consideration when the item profile is amended. A user survey is periodically handed out at the reference 
desk to solicit specific suggestions. 



DC Weeding and Maintenance 
Maintenance 



The Collection is maintained in accordance with the procedures set forth in Chapter 6, "Maintenance," of 
the Federal Depository Library Manual. Documents are labeled and date/property stamped as they are 
processed. The paper collection is security-stripped as it is processed. Documents are shelved in an 
orderly manner and microfiche is filed in metal microfiche cabinets. 

Documents are bound at the discretion of the Coordinator. Generally, the Library Assistant in charge of 
Serials Checkin sends major journal titles to the bindery. Some major monographs are also bound. 

Repair and/or replacement is also done at the discretion of the Coordinator, the decision to repair, replace 
or discard depends on the value and relevance of the document to the collection, the cost associated with 
repair/replacement, and the availability of replacement copies. Some of the older materials have been 
inspected for “cigarette beetles”, and a project has been completed to eradicate them from certain hard 
cover book spines. 

For U.S. documents, a record of claims/rainchecks is kept; if these claims/rainchecks are not filled in a 
reasonable amount of time, a decision is made whether to try to obtain the material in other ways. If the 
publication is deemed to be of sufficient value to the collection (volume/issue of serial publication, possibly 
historical value) a replacement is purchased, if possible. The Sales Product Catalog (SPC) and other 
sources are consulted and orders are placed through the Collection Management Division. Older items 
which are discovered to be missing from the collection are also replaced if deemed important and if a 
replacement copy can be found. Again the SPC is consulted, along with vendor catalogs and state and 
national discard lists. 





Weeding 



As a selective depository, the Richter Library is able to weed the depository collection in accordance with 
the instructions found in Chapter 2, "Collection Development," of the Federal Depository Libraiy Manual. 
With the exception of ephemera, materials must generally be retained for five years. However, new rules 
issued in May 1999, allow certain core materials to be deselected sooner than five years if there is an 
equivalent electronic product maintained by the GPO. 

Superseded publications as listed in the Superseded List are regularly withdrawn and discarded. For other 
publications the decision to weed is based on such factors as currency of information, age, use, duplication 
and physical condition. 



X. Access 



Physical Access 

Access to government depository collections is guaranteed by Title 44 of the U.S. Code and is spelled out 
in the Library's general access and user policies. While the University is a private institution and may 
restrict access to non-depository collections, all depository materials are available for free use by the 
general public. Non-University patrons wishing to use depository materials are instructed to inform the 
front door monitor of their intention to use government documents. 

With building renovations underway, the exact location of Government Documents within the library is 
subject to change. Documents are shelved in separate collections arranged by Superintendent of 
Documents (SuDoc) classification number. 



Subject Access 

Many publications received since 1976 are accessible through the Library's online catalog (IBISWEB), 
with more added every week. Other indexes available for use with the Documents Collection include the 
Monthly Catalog (paper and electronic versions), CIS/Index, Government Periodicals Index, American 
Statistics Index, Congressional Universe and Statistical Universe. 

Assistance 



Librarians and staff are available to assist patrons from 8 AM until 1 1:30 PM Monday through Thursday, 
8:00 AM until 6:30 PM Friday, 9:30 AM to 5:30 PM Saturday and Noon to 1 1:30 PM Sunday. Student 
assistants can provide limited assistance at certain hours. If extensive help is needed, patrons are requested 
to make an appointment for consultation with a librarian. 

Promotion 

Government documents are promoted by being available in the IBISWEB online catalog 
(http://ibisweb.miami.edu) and the Division’s World Wide Web homepage 

(http://www.library.miami.edu/gov/intro.html). Government documents are included in certain libraiy 
pathfinders and bibliographic instruction sessions. The Southeast Florida Library Information Network 
Government Documents Committee produces promotional pamphlets and directories to local depositories 
in south Florida. 



Right of Access and Circulation 

Most Government Documents circulate to students, faculty and staff of the University of Miami. 
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This includes paper documents, CD-ROMs, maps and microfiche. Documents that generally do not 
circulate include: 

Loose periodical issues 
Census material 
Reference and office material 
Serial set materials 
Bound hearings 
Microfilm 

Title 44 Section 1911 of the U.S. Code states that "depository libraries shall make Government publications 
available for the free use of the general public." In effect, this guarantees free and open access to federal 
documents and prohibits U.S. depositories from charging a fee for public perusal of such materials. This, 
however, does not automatically convey to the public circulation privileges as defined in the law. In the 
Government Printing Office's Instructions to Depository Libraries, number 9-3 of the general guidelines 
states that each depository library will "have the option of establishing its own circulation policies for use 
of depository materials outside the library.’’ 

Because of the department's need for bibliographic control and materials security, circulation privileges of 
government documents and all other materials is established through the library's Access Services Division. 
For the non-university public, this may require establishing a patron record and the payment of fees. 

Most Government Documents circulate from the Government Information Division. After business hours, 
circulation is handled by the Division of Access Services. 



APPENDIX 1 



REGIONAL AND INSTITUTIONAL BACKGROUNDS 



Regional Background 

The University of Miami depository serves the local community in the 18 th Congressional District of 
Florida. The 18th district consists of portions of Miami-Dade County and parts of incorporated cities 
including the city of Miami, Coral Gables, South Miami, Key Biscayne, Homestead and Florida City. 
Richter Library is situated in Coral Gables (1997 population estimate 42,000). Coral Gables is located in 
the middle of the densely populated Miami -Hialeah Primary Metropolitan Statistical Area (1997 Population 
estimate 2,062,000). This area is also a part of the Miami-Fort Lauderdale Consolidated Metropolitan 
Statistical Area (1997 population estimate 3.4 million), an area covering both Miami-Dade and Broward 
Counties. 

With over 2 million residents, or 14% of the state’s population, Miami-Dade County is the largest county in 
Florida. Miami-Dade County experienced a growth rate of 19% between 1980 and 1990. The area’s 
population also experienced the largest growth in Florida from 1980 to 1992, adding 382,000 people in that 
time period. In 1990, the population was 77% white, 2 1% percent black and 2 % percent other. 

Geographically, Miami-Dade County is situated between the Everglades on the west, and the Atlantic 
Ocean on the east. The large growth in population has made space a premium, and environmental 
protection of the Everglades has been an issue of local, state and national discussion. The South Florida 
area experiences the mildest winter climate in the 48 states, and tourism plays a major role in the local 
economy. The County is accessible by Interstates 75 and 95, the Florida Turnpike, 826, and U.S. Highways 
1, and 27. The Miami International Airport is a major connecting hub, a gateway to Latin America, and 
the County’s largest single employer. The Port of Miami serves many Latin American and Caribbean 
destinations with cargo ships and cruise lines. 

Miami is an area full of contrasts. Miami ranks high in new housing construction, yet it ranks third 
nationally in the number of persons below the poverty level. While certain sections of Miami are 
internationally famous as tourist destinations, Miami ranks in the top five of U.S. cities in terms of 
unemployment and the percent of persons who rent rather than own their own housing. The crime rate per 
capita is high, ranking #2 in the nation (1990). Miami ranks #1 in the country in terms of the percent of 
persons who are foreign-born (59%) and the percent of persons speaking languages other than English at 
home (73%). A majority, 54.4% of the Miami-Dade population are of Hispanic origin. 

Miami-Dade County ranks #1 in the state in terms of employment in construction and manufacturing, and 
#3 in terms of agriculture, forestry and fisheries. Employment by sector breaks down as 30% Services, 21% 
Retail, 14.3% Proprietors, 10.3% Manufacturing, 9% Transportation, 8.5% Finance, Insurance and Real 
Estate, 4.6% Construction, and 1.5% Agricultural. 

The county has a diversified economic base including air travel and tourism, health care and 
pharmaceuticals, electrical/industrial equipment, banking and finance, publishing, the import/export 
business and retail trade. Miami-Dade County is headquarters to such nationally known corporations as 
Burger King , Benihana, Knight-Ridder Publishing, Telemundo Spanish Broadcasting, Ryder Truck 
Leasing, Barnett Bank, SunTrust, Capital Bancorp, Northern Trust, John Alden Financial Services, 
Windmere, Carnival and Royal Caribbean Cruise Lines, Ivax Pharmaceuticals, The Physicians Corporation 
of America, Ramsay Health Care, Cordis, Rexel (electrical equipment), Lennar Builders, Burdines 
Department Store and Sunglass Hut. 
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Other regional characteristics include the following: 

• Farms in the Redlands and nearby Homestead, Florida are some of the most productive in the 
nation. 

• South Florida is home to many retired persons, including veterans, who reside here for the 
mild climate and quality healthcare. 

• The headquarters of the U.S. Army’s Southern Command, which covers Latin America and 
the Caribbean, was moved from Panama to Miami in 1996. 

• The Miccosukee and Seminole Indian reservations are located nearby in Miccosukee, Florida 
and west Broward County, respectively. 

• A nuclear energy facility is located in south Miami-Dade County at Turkey Point. 

Other depository libraries serving Miami-Dade County and nearby areas include: Miami-Dade County 
Public Libraiy; Florida International University; Florida International University-North Campus, and St. 
Thomas University. 

University of Miami Background 

Incorporated in 1925, the University of Miami is a doctorate-granting research level I university. 
Baccalaureate and Graduate degrees are offered in a variety of disciplines including Arts & Sciences, 
Engineering, International Studies, Marine Sciences, Architecture, Business Administration, 
Communication, Education, Music, Nursing, Law and Medicine. (See Appendix 1 for a list of academic 
programs at the University.) 

Program strengths include the School of Medicine, the Rosensteil School of Marine and Atmospheric 
Sciences, the School of Music, and the School of International and Regional Studies. The Department of 
Psychology is among the most distinguished. The School of Medicine was the first medical school in 
Florida, and it forms the heart of UM Jackson Memorial Hospital, the second largest health care facility in 
the United States. 

Current enrollment at the University consists of approximately 7,000 undergraduates and 5,000 graduate 
students. Enrollment percentages break down as follows: Arts and Humanities 26%, Math & Sciences 
24%, Business 19%, Health Professions 9%, Engineering 8%, and Social Sciences 7%.

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MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT FOR SELECTIVE HOUSING OF U.S. DEPOSITORY 

DOCUMENTS 



This Agreement is made on by and between the University of Miami Otto G. Richter 

Library and the Library. This Agreement is entered into for the purpose of selectively 

housing specialized materials which are of particular use to the Selective Housing site. 



The documents are lent for an indefinite time but remain the property of the U.S. Government Printing 
Office under the control of the University of Miami Otto G. Richter Library. Specific materials are profiled 
in an Addendum that follows this Agreement. 



In pursuance of this Agreement, the 



Library agrees to: 



1) Review appropriate titles and/or class numbers on an annual basis for receipt in the Library. 

2) Accept all materials designated for inclusion under this Agreement. (A list of the titles and/or class 
numbers is provided in the Addendum to this Agreement.) 

3) Determine the most appropriate Library location for housing the materials. 

4) Assign the responsibility for carrying out the provisions of this Agreement to the person(s) in charge of 
the unit(s) housing the materials. 

5) Provide adequate staff for reference and retrieval of the materials. 

6) Provide adequate space and storage for these publications. 

7) Make available for free and unrestricted use all U.S. Government publications to the general public. 

8) Lend (for a period up to 30 days) to the Otto G. Richter Library any selectively housed U.S. Government 
publication. 

9) Maintain all U.S. Government publications selectively housed in compliance with Title 44, United States 
Code; Instructions to Depository Libraries; and the Federal Depository Library Manual. 

10) Preserve depository stamps as supplied by Otto G. Richter Library. 

11) Inventory, identify, and maintain a public record of the U.S. Government publications selectively 
housed under this Agreement. 

12) Provide bibliographic access to these materials at the same level as that afforded other materials housed 

at the Libraiy. 

13) Return to Otto G. Richter Libraiy all U.S. Government publications which were selectively housed and 
which are superceded and/or no longer considered useful. 



The Otto G. Richter Library of the University of Miami agrees to: 



1) Communicate with the Government Printing Office and other appropriate agencies regarding 
arrangements specified by this Agreement. 

2) Return within a 30 day time period all documents borrowed from the Library. 

3) Receive and pre-process all documents as designated in the Addendum to this Agreement. 

4) Keep records indicating the location of documents involved in this agreement. 

5) Ship designated materials to the Library. 

6) File claims with the Government Printing Office as needed. Copies of claims will be provided to the 
Library on request. 

7) Solicit input regarding appropriate new item numbers for possible inclusion under this Agreement 

8) Provide agency profiles based on subject for review by the Housing Site. Initiate comprehensive review 
and solicit input regarding the annual selection profile as listed in the Addendum. 

9) Accept responsibility for Depository Library training and continuing education functions. 

10) Accept all documents upon termination of this Agreement. 



This Agreement may be terminated by written notice from either party 90 days in advance before all 
documents are returned to the University of Miami Otto G. Richter Library.
